quarterly report submitted by this office on the CP, USA, 
this Office 'reported a total number of 147 Party mesSsors.) 

St is pointed out that based on similar information 
received by anonymous sources in .this division covering- dues 
payments for i960 and 1961 there are probably more CD members 
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than an analysis of this current information mdul d indicate. 

A number of CP members do hot pay dues .for each Of the IS 
monies iu a year. For example, in the $2- dues denomination 
category the information indicates there are .130 -.dues payments 
for the ten month period. ; If each of 10,. members in this 
denos^natioh faithfully paid their dues for each of the ten 
months there monld he a total of 130 dues payments. If, for 
example.* each only paid five of the ten months no would have 
a. minimum of 26'. members in the $2 dues category. . 

It is known that I 1 secretary of the 

Minnesota-Dakotas District of the CP, personally handles all 
Party financial transactions .within this district. She 
comments on finances at all District Committee meetings- and 
furnishes general financial reports at these times, she 
has stated she personally forwards "money to Hew York" * 
howeyer she fails to elaborate further in this respect. 

She regularly remarks she forwards monies to New York for 
this district’s Worker fund ipsota and the E&ll-Dayis Defense

TORMEY called this group to order and | |

TORMEY stated that this was the initial meeting and 
the formation of the new industrial Commission and its membership 
would total either 18 or 19 members. The membership of this 
commission was selected from each Caucus of an Industrial 
Club and in some instances perhaps more than one member of 
this commission would, represent an Industrial Club or 
Caucus because of its size.

Trotskyites, and some of his people had an entirely 
wrong idea on how to approach the American people. 
MEYERS said locally the Party had tried to work with 
the Trotskyites and open a united front but the only 
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result was an Indication that the SWP locally wanted 
to take over and destroy the CP. MEYERS said it was 
imperative to build the Party and the report of GUS 
HALL, CP General Secretary, issued in early October, 
gave the picture on this better than he could. 

MEYERS said that by April 1, 1964, the local Party ha«! 
to recruit an additional ten persons into the CP. 

MEYERS said it was also important that subscriptions 
to "Political Affairs" be increased as well as other 
Party publications but the greatest emphasis was on 
subscriptions to "Political Affairs."

JACK STACHEL' was in charge of the meeting. He 
announced that there would be no time, after the meeting for a 
question and answer period. STACHEL began by holding up a 
recent issue of the "Mew York Times" newspaper which had 
headlines about the recent riots in Panama. He said we all 
must be informed of current events or we will be behind the 
ti&es. He referred to events in Indonesia, East Germany, 
and elsewhere and said the world is moving ahead and the 
Party must move with it. 

STACHEL divided his talk into two parts; namely: 

1. Building; up the Party 

2. Party political activities 

He began with #2 - Party political activities. He 
talked a long time bn this subject. Concerning elections 
in general, he said the CP should not take any positions. 

He said the Republican and Democratic Parties both have 
opposing forces within themselves - such as G0LDWATER and 
ROCKEFELLER in the Republican Party, and the KENNEDYs versus 
the BARNETTs and EASTLANDs in the South. STACHEL felt 
that the time is not right for a third party. He said the 
"FREEDOM MOW" Party is doomed because the wrong people are 
behind it and they are not sincere. Also, the "FREEDOM 
MOW" Party is asking people to leave both the Republican 
and Democratic Parties to join its ranks, and people 
won't do this. STACHEL felt that Party members should not 
support the 'FREEDOM MOW" Party, but should try to get people 
to move toward more "progressive" ideals.

STACHEL reviewed gains made in 1963, citing the 
Negro demonstrations and the civil rights gains as proof. 
STACHEL agreed with President JOHNSON'S, civil rights program, 
and STACHEL said his only hope is that JOHNSON will implement 
his program. STACHEL said the CP should help the people 
implement JOHNSON'S program. 

STACHEL' s general theme seemed to be around -the 
point of the lesser of two evils between the Republicans 
and Democrats and the CP should urge people toward the 
lesser of the two evils. 

STACHEL outlined two duties of the CP: 

1. Keep itself legal by running candidates under 
the. CP ..name, or other name, in order to get its program 
across. 



2. The CP must pick out the lesser of two evils 
and work for the better of any two candidates striving for 
the same office. 



STACHEL, nevertheless, made it clear that the 
CP would not run a Presidential candidate.

Concerning point #1, building up the Party, which 
was discussed after lunch, STACHEL stressed the importance 
of building. He said the. Party destroys itself if it does 
not take in young people. STACHEL seemed to feel that 
individual clubs should carry out youth work. He referred 
to the old days when CP members went underground. He said 
these people were secure only from each other, because the 
FBI knew where they were. He said the efforts by Party 
members to hide were a mistake. 



STACHEL recommended recruiting. He said recruiting 
is not a mechanical operation, but involves different proce- 
dures in different areas. Recruiting of a person is an
